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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applicant's arguments have been fully 
considered, however, they are not persuasive. The applicant argues that the selection of varying representation elements depends only 
on the occurred function and does not depend on the focus of attention of the user since the user's attention is always focused on the 
cursor. The examiner respectfully disagrees. Pinard teaches that the user can shift the focus of attention by moving the cursor around 
the interface; when new mail arrives, a mail icon is selected, and a location of the mail icon is selected based on where the cursor is 
positioned, i.e. the mail icon is selected to be displayed at different positions on the interface depending on the user's focus of attention 
via the cursor position, (column 1, line 52-column 2, line 9). The examiner respectfully maintains that Pinard teaches the subject 
limitations. The arguments have not placed the application in condition for allowance and therefore, the claims remain rejected according 
to the final office action mailed on 4/05/07. 
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
